Portage, has a population of 700.

flouring mill utilize the water power. 
The Lake of the Woods is really a 
group of four lakes, all connected 
with each other, and yet quite distinct 
Rainy river, three hundred yards 
wide, pours its strong current into it 
from the southeast while at the north 
its waters fall into tho W innipeg river 
and flow onward toward the Hudson 
Bay.

State» « gained that strange triangular 
projection of tho state of Minnesota 
into the Lake of tho W oods which 
appears on all correct maps. 
When 
the agreement was transferred from 
paper to the actual country, there was 
difficulty in determ m g where tho 
“ most northwest point” of the Lake of 
the Woods was. 
Perhai>s for diplo­ 
matic reasons on the part of England, 
the narne, Lake of the Woods was 
imited to the Lake of the Sand Hill« , 
and in 1824 the i>oint was fixed and 
marked by a wooden pillar. 
When 
in 1872 a more accurate survey was 
made by our government, it was with 
some difficulty that the old “ most 
northwest point” was found and fixed 
upon. 
From it the line due south 
to the forty-muth parallel was soon 
marked by iron posts. 
The national 
undary from the foot of S t Mary’s 
rough Lake .Superior and Rainy 
river up to the “ northwest point” was 
established in 1842. 
Thus it is that 
the United States owns a portion of 
the Lake of the Woods and 150square 
miles of square lands north of the 
j’orty-ninth parallel. 
The land con­ 
sists mostly of bog, covered with 
scattered tamaracks, while on the 
ligher ridges are small pines, birches 
and poplars. 
It is inhabited by a few 
Ojibway Indians, who subsist by fish­ 
ing, trapping and hunting. 
It was of 
importance as including a small part 
f a former route between Manitoba 
and Lake Superior, but the building 
of the Canadian Pacific railway to the 
north has rendered the old road use- 
ess. 
W ith the exceptions of a few 
settlements the lake is almost as wild 
and solitary as when in ro.yal diplo­ 
matic halls it was much talked of by 
earned men who knew but little 
about it. 
On a clear, fall afternoon, 
six of us kneel down in the bottom of 
large birch canoe, a clever old Eng- 
ish clergyman insisting that we shall 
neither sneeze nor cough for fear of 
capsizing. 
W e paddle out into the 
ake through narrow channels, among 
green, forest-clad islands, away from 
any sign of human habitation and in­ 
to a world of woods, water and sky. 
We move smoothy past deep indenting 
bays, and among islands which seem 
to be floating mounds of foliage. We 
are greeted by cultivated men who 
bave donned the flannel shirt and 
come to this wilderness of trees and 
water to hunt and fish. 
Here we pass 
an Indian encampment, with squaws 
cooking over the fires and children 
playing in the water. 
Their lodges, 
or tepees, are covered over with large 
pieces of birch bark. 
An Indian 
glides by in a sivift canoe, and, land­ 
ing, lifts his small cargo onto his 
shoulders, carries it to the other side 
of the falls and returns for his light 
boat, thus making tho portage, as the 
generations of his fathers have done. 
Until the railroad came, nearly all of 
tho traffic of the Hudson Bay com­ 
pany went by the ]x>rtages.”

They urg e g reat 
haste in the m atter, as but a lew days would 
in numerous instances prove fatal. 
For the 
past four years the crops have lieen failures, 
but the impoverished farmers, hoping for 
better times, did not move away. 
A family named Gross, consisting of the 
parents and eig ht children, with a visitor, 
were consumed in a burning dwelling at 
Hurontowu Mich. Theodore Gross nnd wife 
returned from a dance near by a t 2 o’clock. 
At 2:50 a son, Theodore Jr., returned from 
the Huron stam p mills, where he is employed. 
He went into the house and to bed. Shortly 
after he was awakened by bis brother Nicho­ 
las, who heard screams coming from an ad­ 
joining room occupied by their three sisters 
and three little brothers. They ran to the 
partition door and found the room a mass 
of dames. Smoke and tire were ascending 
the stairway, and the boysescajted by jum p­ 
ing throug h n window. They attem pted to 
enter the house ou the g round floor, where 
the father, mother and two children 6lept, 
but were driven baek by the flames th at em 
veloped the building . It was impossible for 
the spectators, who q uickly g athered, to 
save the inmates. They wa re compelled to 
stand by and hear their ag onizing cries. In the 
course of three hours a searching party went 
over the ruins and discovered the charred re-

Amontr his patrons 
was John Clark, an old well to-do fanner liv­ 
ing Dear town, w ho w as afflicted with paraly­ 
sis. 
He has been for some months taking 
one or two baths a week nt Tykle's room, 
and Tykle put him into a bath tub and left 
him to himself, while he eng ag e« ! in revelry 
with some companions. Tykle flnaliy went 
to lied and forg ot his patient, whom he had 
left in a hot bath with the g as burning be- 
neurh the bath tub. 
He found Clark next 
morning dead* w ith the « kin all peeled ofl his 
body, as well as portions of the flesh. He 
was literally I » oiled to di-ath, being powerless 
to help himself out of his awful situation. He 
has a family of g rown children and is ubout 
seventy years old. Tykle is in jail awaiting 
the result of the corner’s inq uest, which will 
be held in a few days. 
A bold burg lary was committed in a pri­ 
vate house in the central portion of Chicag o, 
Mrs. J. W. Miller, who occupies the second 
flat 85 Sixteenth street, steppe« ! out. leaving 
a young servant g irl in charg e of the flat. 
The g irl answered a ring of the door bell. 
Opening the door a man placed his foot so 
that the door couhl not lie closed. 
He then 
drew a dag g er and ordered the g irl to stand 
aside. Sopping inside lie turned and bolted 
the door. Then holding the blade of the 
dag g er close to her breust he ordered her to 
sit down in a chair, where he tied and g ug g ed 
her securely. The thief 
then start» d to 
plunder the establishment, breaking open 
doors and securing $ 20 in cash and about 
$ 100 worth of jewelry.

T H E C O N T R A C T B IN D IN G . 


A tto r ne y G e ne ra l 
C la pp H o lds th e 
M errill T e x t Bo o k La w Va lid. 
Following is the response of Attorney 
General Clapp to a q uestion by State Super­ 
intendent Kiehle as to what course his de­ 
partm ent should adopt with reference to 
carrying out the provisions of the school 
text-book law: 
Dear Sir: 
You inq uire what course your 
departm ent should adopt with reference to 
carrying out the provisions of the school 
text hook law, com m only known a« the 
Merrill text book law. 
A full considera­ 
tion of your inq uiry involves two q uestions: 
First, Is there a valid contract existing be­ 
tween the State of Minnesota and Mr. Mer­ 
rill? Second, W hat is the leg at m ethod by 
which the contract shall be earrie« ! out and 
the districts subject to the law supplied 
with books? As the latter q uestion has 
been fully answered in a 
prior com m unica­ 
tion, I shall addrea* myself to ttie consider­ 
ation of the first q uestion, m aking reference 
to the second only so far as may be neces­ 
sary in explanati« >n o f some discussion that 
has arisen relative to the validity o f the 
contract. 
In 1877 the leg islature passed an 
act known as chapter 75 o f the General 
Iaw h of 1877: this act authorized and <ii- 
rected certain officers o f the state to enter 
into a contract with Mr. Merrill. 
By chap­ 
ter two (2), General Laws o f 1878, it was 
provided that the q uestion of the continu­ 
ance of the act of 1877 should be subm itted 
to the leg al voters of the state at the g eneral 
election to be held in 
1 8 8 1 1 
. 
The provision 
referred to was in tln*c terms. 
"A nd if, at such election, a m ajority of 
I he electors present and voting at such elec­ 
tion shall vote ag ainst the further continu- 
tance in force of the said acts in the m anner 
in this section provided, then, and in that 
case, the -aid act shall cease to be of further 
force and effect from anti after the declara­ 
tion of the n^ult of such vote.’’ 
Tiie validity of the contract with Mr. Mer­ 
rill dcj>ends upon this provision, and fhe 
vote taken pursuant thereto. 
It ap|» ears bv 
the canvass ma« le by the canvassing board, 
that at the g eneral election in l*« n there 
were cast ag ainst continuing the law forty- 
five thousand four hundred and sixty-five 
(45,465) votes, ami tiiere were cast in favor of 
continuing the law forty-four thousand 
seven hundred 
and 
thirty-nine (44,759) 
v« » tes, ami there were cast in the districts 
entitled to vote upon the q uestion one hun­ 
dred and twenty thousand six humired and 
thirty (120,650) votes. 
It ap|» ears, therefore, 
that wliile more v« » tes were cast ag ainst the 
law than in favor o f it, yet a m ajority of all 
the votes cast at such election were not cast 
; ag ainst the law, or in other words, a major- 
| ity of the voters present and voting at such 
election did not vote ag ainst continuing the 
act in force. 
I do not know th at the con­ 
tract has ever been assailed upon any other 
g round, ami it only becomes necessary to 
consider the effect of the lang uag e em­ 
ployed in the act of 1878, subm itting the 
m atter to a vote, and the lang uag e em­ 
ploye« ! is very plain: 
“And if, at such election, a m ajority of 
the electors present ami voting at such elec­ 
tion shall vote ag ainst the continuance of 
the act,” in other words, the act was to re- 
I main in force unless a m ajority of those 
present ami voting voted ag ainst it. W here 
subjects are subm itted to a popular vote 
they are usually subm itted under a law 
which provides for the determ ination by a 
| m ajority of those voting 
u | kju such |*ar- 
ticiilar subject; in fact the law of 1878 pro- j 
j Tided for another submission to a popular 
vote to be determ ined by a tw o-thirds m a­ 
jority of those voting ur« » n such j» arti« ul» r j 
« m otion; but the provision under consider» - 
tion is entirely different; 
here the act was j 
to continue iu force uuleaa a m ajority, not 
of those voting upon the ouestion, but those 
1 
voting at the election, should vote ag ainst ! 
it, ami no other meaning can be g iven to j 
the lang uag e employed.

How the West was Saved . 


W F. Poole on Winson’» America. 
A new interpretation ia jpven to 
the raid made on the Spanieh post 
of St. Louie, in May 1780, by fifteen 
hundred Sioux and other northern 
Indian# , accompanied by tome Eng ­ 
lish and Canadian trader« . 
The 
affair ha« been the occasion of many 
conflicting statement« um to the time 
it occurred, the number of persons 
killed and captured, and why it was 
that so larg e a body of Indian# came 
so far and did so little which was 
war-like. It has often l»«*«*n assorted, 
and as often denied, that Georg e 
Rog ers (lark was on the opposite 
« ide of the river, near Uahokia, ready 
to g ive aid to the « punish Governor 
at St. Loui« . It was here « hown that 
(lark and hi« men were near at hand, 
having hurried up from the Fall« of 
the Ohio for that purpose, and that 
the St. Louis rai« l was a part of a 
much larg er scheme, devised in Lon­ 
don by Ixml Georg e Germain, S« '«-ro­ 
tary for the Colonies, for the com­ 
plete capture of the \Vci» t from the 
; Spaniards and the Virg inians. '» The 
Scheme was early discovered throug h 
j captured dispatches by ( lark, and 
j by Galvez, the Spanish Governor at 
hew Orleuns; and Galvez responded 
by capturing all the Eng lish posts on 
the Mississisppi,and later Mobile. Ho 
made preparation also for attacking 
f Pensacola. This energ etic action pre­ 
vented Gen. Uampbg ll. at Pensacola, 
from carrying out his part of the 
Germain scheme; that is, of bring ing 
an Eng lish floot and army up the 
Mississippi to co-operate with the 
Indian expedition# coming doan 
from the North. The Indians, when 
they arrived before St. Louis, probab- 
t ly heard for the first time oft he failure 
| of Gen. Campbell's {dans, and hence 
their undecisive attack and # f*-edv 
| return home. The proximity of Col. i 
Clark, for whom th e Indians had a 
! mortal dread, doubtless contributed 
to their demoralization. 
The f» *eble 
raid on St. Louis, therefore, was an 
event of historical importance as it 
was the outcropping of a well-con­ 
structed and dang erous project which 
has hitherto escaped the notice of 
historical w riters; and if it had Ish-h 
successfully carried out, would have 
j t**en disastrous to the United States < 
The writer says: 
‘*The scheme advised 
by 
Lor« l 
Georg e Germain for the complete 
conq uest of the West—of bring ing 
down a larg e party of Northwestern 
Indians upon St. Louis; of sending 
an exjiedition from Detroit to invade 
Kentucky and keep ( ol. Stark busy; 
of bring ing up the Mississippi to 
Natchez, under Gen. Campbell, a fl« -et 
and army, there to unite with the 
Northern expeditions, nnd 
from 
thence to capture the Illinoisconntrv, 
and all the SjmnLnh settlements on 
the river—was from a military point 
of 
view 
an 
excellent 
one 
i and had every promise of suc­ 
cess. St. Louis wus in no comlifion 
to resist an assault, and rank cow­ 
ardice marked the conduct of the 
Governor and the few' soldiers sta- 
tioned at the j» o*.t when the Indian 
rai« lers appeared. The Illinois coun- 
I try was very feebly g arrisoned, and 
not a soldier or a shilling had L*en 
contributed by the Continental Con­ 
g ress for its conq uest or defense. The 
scheme failed !>ecause of the prompt­ 
ness and exi-eptional activity of the 
Spaniards utnler Gov. Galvez and 
the watchfulness and energ y of Col. 
Clark. It wus the last concerted ef­ 
fort of Great Britain to reg ain pos­ 
session of the West; as the campaig n 
of Clinton and Cornwallis, the ca­ 
pitulation of the latter one year later 
at Yorktown. wa* her expiring effort 
on the Atlantic coast, if the West­ 
ern #o h e m e of Germain had Is^n suc­ 
cessful, the country north ofthe Ohio 
river would have been a part of the 
province of Quebec, and mig ht have 
remained Canadian territory until 
this day. 
In neg otiating two or 
three years later the treaty of peai-e 
with Great Britain un.ler sucn cir- 
cum« tan« 'es, it is difficult to see 
what boundaries the United States 
couhl have se« ured. 
Spain therefore 
rendered an invaluable service to the 
Unite« l States by enabling Georg e 
Rog ers Clark to hold with his Vir­ 
g inia trooi*« the country he had con­ 
q uered from the British, until the 
treaty of peace confirmed to the na­ 
tion the Mississippi river us its west­ 
ern boundary.”

A Car with a History, 
The railway car in which Abraham 
Lincoln rode in from hi# home to 
Washing ton to take his oath as 
pt esiden t ol the United States is g oing 
to decay.

It 
is now run on the Fall Brook road 
daily lietween Wellsboronnd Antrim, 
and used as a common smoking car. 
The car may l>e seen any day in the 
week lietween the trips on a side track 
ut the Delaware. I-aekawanna ami 
Western passeng er station in Elmira. 
It is worn and weather beaten ex­ 
ternally. and has the appearance ot 
being an emig rant passeng er coach. 
It was built at the West Albany 
shops thirty years ag o, and ut that 
time was considered the acme o* rail­ 
way coach architecture.

in o ther peo ­ 
ple's business. 
It m akesscandal o ut 
o f no thing and breeds antago nism 
which so metimes ends in v io lence. 
The tro uble with bo arding-ho uses is 
th at they are usually wo rked by a 
regular set o f men and wo men who 
U3e them as a clo nk to co nceal their 
lack o f 
respectability. 
Many a 
bo arding-ho use in New Yo rk harbo rs 
characters o f the m o st deprav ed and 
abando ned so rt w itho ut the land­ 
lady l**ing any the wiser. The influ­ 
ence o f the criminals is, ho wev er, 
v ery bad, particularly since its ex­ 
istence in no t susjtected. Men go 
do w n to wn to business early 
in the 
mo rning, leav ing their wiv es to rise 
ate and dawdle abo ut the ho use un­ 
til lunciilf'Q. Then the wo men, hav ­ 
ing gro w n* arv o f the atm o sphere I 
o f the ho use, dress ttemselv es upand 
go larking aro und Bro adway o r to 
so me o f tfie matinees. Tlieir hus­ 
bands do no t get ho me until after 
dark, and the w no leo f the upper 
part o f the to wn is free fro m detect 
tio n. 
Hence, the 
wo men take any 
risks th a t suit their fev ered fancy, 
and their husbands kno w no thing 
abo ut it, fo r the up-to wn peo ple are 
usually weary o f the little peccadil­ 
lo es. 
I hav e fo r so me weeks been 
watching a certain gro up o f bo ard- 
ing-ho us* s carefully and fo llo wing 
so me o f the imnatt*s. The info rm a­ 
tio n 
o btained is asto nishing.

great many husbands in this city 
o uirht to make it a practice to co me 
up to wn when they are no t expected 
it o nly tu teach their wiv es th at they 
do no tenjo y abso lute immunity fro m 
disco v ery. So me o f the cheap res­ 
tauran ts are the m o st appro v ed re­ 
so rts fo r bo arding-ho use 
wo men, 
nnd there is a great deal o f drinking 
in them, but no bo dy seems to l» e the 
wiser.

The D. & W. Lands. 
The S t Cloud & Mississippi Rail­ 
road company on Monday brought 
suit in the district court of St. Louis 
county, against the D uluth & W inni­ 
peg company, to compel the latter 
company to forfeit its rights to state 
lands under the law giving it a grant. 
The petition alleges that the state 
gave the St. Clond A Mississippi road 
a grant, which it has never fully re­ 
ceived, claiming that it has received 
only 166,000 acres, while it is entitled 
to 425,661 acres, for its line from S t 
Cloud to Hinckley, which is a little 
over sixty-five miles long, that there 
are no more lands of the stat% left 
which it can select, except that which 
the Duluth & W innipeg would take. 
It asks that the grant of lands already 
made to the D uluth A W innipeg be 
declared void, and that the defendant 
be enjoined from transferring any of 
those lands, and also enjoined from 
making further selection or from re­ 
ceiving any more land until the S t 
Cloud & Mississippi road has made 
its full selection and received all the 
lands to which it is entitled.—Duluth 
Special. 


To Meet the Popnlar Demand. 
Commencing W ednesday the North­ 
ern Pacific made a further attem pt to 
introduce a new measure to please 
the tourist in the manner of conduct­ 
ing their colonist or second class 
sleeper service to the coast. 
The 
Pullm an Car company operate and 
equip 40 cars which nm daily between 
Chicago, S t Paul, Minneapolis and 
the Pacific coast 
These cars are 
furnished with bedding and are in 
charge of a porter, a nominal charge 
being made for berths—$3 from S t 
Paul to the coast. 
Unfurnished cars 
will also be continued on the line, so 
that all who do not desire the superior 
advantages of the new system will 
still be placed in a comfortable posi­ 
tion, supplying, of course, their own 
bedding.

actual McGintys of the metropolis, it 
requires a keen sense of humor to 
perceive the humor of it. 
If McGinty really is at the bottom 
of the sea, a great many people will 
be able to improve their characters 
for wit, by letting him rest there.— 
Pittsburgh Dispatch. 


A writer in the Northwest Magazine 
tells something of the terra incognita 
iu the northeruwestern part of Min­ 
nesota, which is so little known ex­ 
cept to hunters and pine land cruisers. 
In course of an extended article he 
says: “Between Lake W innipeg lies 
400 miles of rough, rocky country 
covered for the most part with burnt 
or stunted pine forests. 
The Lake of 
the Woods is situated in the very 
midst of this region and in the line 
of the great lakes of the United States 
and British America. 
To sail on its 
romantic waters is the realization of a 
school boy dream. 
The railroad sta­ 
tion, which bears the name of R at 
Portage, has a population of 700. 
A 
small steamboat plies between it and 
its neighboring village, Keewafcm, 
where saw mills and a 1,000-barrel 
flouring mill utilize the water power. 
The Lake of the Woods is really a 
group of four lakes, all connected 
with each other, and yet quite distinct. 
Rainy river, three hundred yards 
wide, pours its strong current into it 
from the southeast, while at the north 
its waters fall into tho W innipeg river 
and flow onward toward the Hudson 
Bay. 
Tho northern portion of the 
lake is gemmed with islands and sur­ 
rounded by a dense growth of coni­ 
ferous trees, with scattering birch and 
aspen. 
In parts of tho southern por­ 
tion fifty miles of open water stretches 
out from swamps of wild rice, bogs of 
rushes and low sand hills. 
Tho coast 
lino is exceedingly irregular, but 
from the desolate south shore to the 
outlet is a distance of twenty-four 
leagues. 
The lake has an interesting 
history connected with the settlem ent 
of our national boundary. 
In ac­ 
cordance with the treaty of Ghent 
made at the close of our second war 
with England, a convention of the re­ 
presentatives of G reat Britain and 
the United States assembled in 1818 
and agreed that from the most north­ 
western point of the Lake of the 
Woods the boundary line should run 
west along the forty-ninth parallel of 
latitude of the Rocky mountains. 
But the most northwestern point of 
the Lake of the Woods proved to be 
north of tho forty-ninth parallel, so 
that 
through 
tho 
commissioners’ 
ignorance of geography the United I 
States gained that strange triangular 
projection of tho state of Minnesota , 
into the Lake of the Woods which ' 
appears on all correct maps. 
When i 
the agreem ent was transferred from i 
paper to the actual country, there was 
difficulty in doterm mg where tho 
“most northwest point” of the Lake of 
the Woods was. 
Perhaps for diplo­ 
matic reasons on the part of England, 
tho name, Lake of the Woods was 
lim ited to the Lake of the Sand Hills, 
and in 1824 the j>oiut was fixed and 
marked by a wooden pillar. 
When 
in 1872 a more accurate survoy was 
made by our government, it was with 
some difficulty that the old “most 
northwest point” was found and fixed 
upon. 
From it the line due south 
to the forty-niuth parailel was soon 
marked by iron posts. 
The national 
toundary from the foot of S t Mary’s 
through Lake Superior and Rainy 
river up to the “northwest point” was 
established in 1842. 
Thus it is that 
the United States owns a portion of 
the Lake of the \Voods and 150 square 
miles of square lands north of the 
forty-ninth parallel. 
The land con­ 
sists mostly of bog, covered with 
scattered tamaracks, while on the 
higher ridges are small pines, birches 
and poplars. 
It is inhabited by a few 
Ojibway Indians, who subsist by fish­ 
ing, trapping and hunting. 
I t was of 
importance as including a small part 
of a former route between Manitoba 
and Lake Superior, but the building 
of the Canadian Pacific railway to the 
north has rendered the old road use­ 
less. 
W ith the exceptions of a few 
settlements the lake is almost as wild 
and solitary as when in royal diplo­ 
matic halls it was much talked of by 
learned men who knew but little 
about it. 
On a clear, fall afternoon, 
six of us kneel down in the bottom of 
a large birch canoe, a clever old E ng­ 
lish clergyman insisting that we shall 
neither sneeze nor cough for fear of 
capsizing. 
W e paddle out into the 
lake through narrow channels, among 
green, forest-clad islands, away from 
any sign of human habitation and in­ 
to a world of woods, water and sky. 
We move smoothy past deep indenting 
bays, and among islands which seem 
to be floating mounds of foliage. We 
are greeted by cultivated men who 
have donned the flannel shirt and 
come to this wilderness of trees and 
water to hunt and fish. 
Here we pass 
an Indian encampment, with squaws 
cooking over the fires and children 
playing in the water. 
Their lodges, 
or tepees, are covered over with large 
pieces of birch bark. 
An Indian 
glides by in a swift canoe, and, land­ 
ing, lifts his small cargo onto his 
shoulders, carries it to the other side 
of the falls and returns for his light 
boat. thus making tho portage, as the 
generations of his fathers have done. 
Until the railroad came, nearly all of 
tho traffic of the Hudson Bay com­ 
pany went by the portages.”

from Williams in 1863. 
—There are 8,278 public schools in 
Dakota, taught by 4,145 teachers, ami 
having 69,075 enrolled pupils. 
The 
permanent school property is valued at 
52,187,850. The total receipts last year 
were $2,141,756.79; total expenditures, 
$1,814,212.40.—Chicago Mail. 
—Bishop Bowman, in opening the 
East Pennsylvania Methodist Confer­ 
ence at Reading, delivered an emphatio 
address on temperance, denouncing the 
use of tobacco as well as whisky. The 
conference passed resolutions forbidding 
members to chew or smoke.—Chicago 
I titer-Ocean. 
—There appears to be a large portion 
of every denomination that m ates no 
offerings tor missions. 
It is reported 
that of the 3,000 parishes in the Protest­ 
ant Episcopal Church, 1,600 made, last 
year, no contributions for either foreign 
or domestic missions.—If.

—The Indian women are coming 
hourly to the front 
At a late meeting 
of the Presbyterian Synod of Dakota, 
the Indian women reported having 
raised five hundred dollars for mission­ 
ary work among their own people the 
last year. This was more tnan all the 
money raised by their white sisters in 
three societies.—Christian Union. 
—Salvation Temple, Toronto, the 
new headquarters 
of the Salvation 
Army in Canada, is probably one of 
the most perfectly equipped places for 
religious meetings and worship in Can­ 
ada. The auditorium will seat twenty- 
five hundred people, and there is not a 
Sid seat in tho house. 
It is arranged 
accordance with the plans of Gener­ 
al Booth.—Toronto Globe. 
—It was recentlv stated in an English 
court in support of the theory that edu­ 
cation does not diminish crime, that of 
sixty-five criminals before the court 
fifty-eight had received some educator., 
twenty-three could read and write per­ 
fectly, and only sev<*h could neither 
read nor write. It was also shown that 
whereas in 1870 of the children sent to 
reformatory schools fifty-one per cent, 
of the boys and forty-six per cent of the 
f irls could neither read nor write, in 
884 only twenty-two per cent of the 
boys ana thirty-three per cent of the 
girls were so illiterate.

The 
Bible, lie thought was the blist story­ 
book in the world for boys and girls, 
End if children must read stories they 
ought to read the best stories—that is 
tho Bible ones.

ter tw o (2), G eneral 
Laws o f 1878, it was 
provid ed that th e q u estion o f tile co n tin u ­ 
ance o f th e aet o f 1877 sh ou ld b e su b m itted 
to th e legal voters o f the state at th e general 
election to be h eld in 1880. 
T h e p rovision 
referred to was in these term s. 
“ A nd if, at such election , a m ajority of 
th e electors present and votin g at such elec­ 
tion sh all vote against th e further c e n tinu- 
tanoe in force o f th e said acts in th e m anner 
in th is section provided, then, and in that 
ease, th e -aid aet sh a ll cease to be o f further 
force and effect from am i after th e d eclara­ 
tion o f th e result o f su ch v o te.’"

I do not 
know that th e co n ­ 
tract h as ever been assailed up on an y other 
ground, and it o n ly becom es necessary to 
consider th e effect o f th e lan gu age eni- 
p lo y ed in th e act o f 1878, su b m ittin g th e 
m atter to a vote, and th e lan gu age em ­ 
ployed is very plain:

How the W est was Saved. 


W. F. P oole on W inson’s America. 
A new interpretation is given to 
the raid made on the Spanish poet 
of St. Louis, in May 1780, by fifteen 
hundred Sioux and other northern 
Indians, accompanied by some Eng­ 
lish and Canadian traders. 
The 
affair has been the occasion of many 
conflicting statements as to the time 
it occurred, the number of persons 
killed and captured, and why it was 
that so large a body of Indians came 
so far and did so little which was 
war-like. It has often been asserted, 
and as often denied, that George 
Rogers Clark was on the opposite 
side of the river, near Cahokia, ready 
to give aid to the spanish Governor 
at St. Louis. It was here shown that 
Clark and his men were near ut hand, 
having hurried up from the Falls of 
the Ohio for that purpose, and that 
the St. Louis raid was a part of a 
much larger scheme, devised in Lon­ 
don by Lord George Germain, Secre­ 
tary for the Colonies, for the com­ 
plete capture of the Went from the 
Spaniards and the Virginians. 'The 
scheme was early discovered through 
captured dispatches by Clark, and 
by Galvez, the Spanish Governor at 
New Orleans; and Galvez responded 
by capturing all the English posts on 
the Mississisppi.and later Mobile. He 
made preparation also for attacking 
Pensacola. This energetic action pre-

and pyxes of gold encrusted with 
precious metal studded with eme­ 
ralds, amethysts, rubies and sap­ 
phires. The statue of tho Assump­ 
tion (now missing) was of gold, or­ 
namented w ith diamonds, and is said 
to have cost $ I, OOO, OOO, writes a 
correspondent. There was a golden 
lamp, valued at $70,000, which it

The trouble with boarding-houses is 
that they are usually worked by a 
regular slit of men and w omen who 
use them as a cloak to conceal their 
luck of 
respectability. 
Many a 
boarding-house in New York harbors 
characters of the most depraved and 
abandoned sort yvithout the land- 
lad3* being an}' the wiser. The influ­ 
ence of the criminals is, however, 
very’ bad, particularly since its ex­ 
istence in not suspected. Men go 
down town to business early in the 
morning, leaving their wives to rise 
ate and dawdle about the house un­ 
til luncli|g?o.

Mr. Gladstone writes thus on the 
subject of pork chops in Nineteenth 
Century: Although the question re- 
s}>ecting the keeping of swine and the 
use of pork is by no means disposed 
of, either by the authorities quoted in 
the text or by Wilkinson, I venture 
at this stage to offer the following 
conjectures as somewhat probable in 
themselves and not inconsistent with 
the evidence as a whole: I. That in 
the warm climates of Egypt and 
Phoenicia the use of pork was on san­ 
itary’ grounds, repressed by prohibi­ 
tions or restricted to particular oc­ 
casions. 2. That the great thrift 
resulting from the rearing and con- 
sumytion of the animal may have 
kept the practice extensively alive, 
notwithstanding 
restrictive 
laws, 
especially among the classes to whom 
thrift was an important object. 3. 
That as the pig is useless tom an dur­ 
ing life, it is very difficult to account 
for its being bred and kept as it evi­ 
dently' was, except upon the supposi­ 
tion that it was yvanted for food. 
4. 
That if the animal as domesticated 
was brought into Greece by Phoeni- 
cian steps, its consumption for food 
ma}’ have spread there, in a cooler 
climate an da society free from sump­ 
tuary restraints, and yet in Somer s 
day may not have wholly ceased to 
be a distinct mark of southeastern 
origin and associations. 5. That 
the sialos, the carefully and delicate­ 
ly fatted pig, was served as a luxury 
at the tables of the rich, while the 
use of common pork was reserved, as 
in the cottage of Eumaios, for the 
poorer class. Such is the evidence of 
the “ Odyssey.”

In order to increase the number of 
his patients he obtained permission 
from tho government to print a sheet 
every week for distribution among 
his clientele. The first of these sh ifts 
appeared in 1632, and so great was 
their popularity that the ingenious I 
physician soon bad many imitators. I 
The first publications in all countries 
were in the nature of news letters, ir- j 
regular ephemeral sheets, with ir- j 
responsible editors, next followed the I 
weekly, and finally the daily,—Cur- \ 
rent Literature.

The citizens of East Brainerd held 
a meeting at the hose house on Satur­ 
day evening last to protest against 
the closing of the city schools. Chaa.

D. S. Forgy acted as secretary. The 
following resolutions were road and 
adopted: 


■ W h e r e a s , The board of education 
has ordered the public schools of this 
ward closed until February, 1890, for 
the alleged reason that the prevalence 
of diphtheria and scarlet fever made 
such closing necessary, and, 
Whereas, There was not, at the 
time the board of education adopted 
said order, a case of either diphtheria 
or scarlet fever in this ward, and 
very few cases in the city, therefore, 
R e s o l v e d , That the Third ward 
members of said board be requested 
to inform this meeting why said 
schools were ordered closed for a 
period one month longer than the 
usual holiday vacation. 
A committee was appointed to wait 
upon J. Cullen and A. Wallace, the 
Third war! members of the school 
board, and make known to them the 
object of tho meeting, but as Mr. 
Cullen could not be found and Mr. 
Wallace could not leave his business 
to attend, the meeting adopted the 
following resolutions and adjourned: 


R e s o l v e d , That we, as tax payers 
of the Third 
ward, respectfully re­ 
quest the board of education to recon­ 
sider its order closing the public schools 
of this ward until February, 1890, and 
have them re-opened at the end of tke 
usual holiday vacation. 
Resolved, That a copy of these 
resolutions be given to the president of 
the board of education, and a copy be 
handed to the city press for publica­ 
tion. 


THE SCHOOL BOA HD MEETS. 
The school board held a regular 
meeting last night at the High School 
building, and the regular routine of 
business was gone through. It was 
expected that a large delegation of 
people would be in attendance to pro­ 
test against the closing of the schools, 
but only one person appeared, and 
after the matter was explained to him 
by Mr. Willis and others he seemed 
to bo satisfied, inasmuch as the others 
did not take interest enough in the 
matter to uppear and present their 
grievances.
